Officially,

American farm bu­ 
reau federation’s special inveaigating 
com mi tee approved the idea in 
its 
preliminary report issued late today, 
after taking five days to review the 
plan. 
While he approval applies 
to 
he general scheme with details 
yet

studied, 
not a single unsur­ 
mounted obstacle has been encounter­ 
ed by those who are delegaed to an* 
alyz»* the proposal for farmers, it 
is 
claimed.
